Class C, No. 3. Widows of those who lost their lives while 
in such service of the State or of the Confederate States, and 
whose income does not exceed one hundred dollars per annum. 

Class C, No. 4. Widows above the age of sixty (GO) years, 
whose income does not exceed one hundred dollars per annum*

the following words to the end of said Section : '^Provided, That 
the time of the publication of summons in Magistrates' Courts 
shall be once a week for not less than four weeks ;" so that said 
Section, when so amended, shall read as follows : 

Where the person on whom the service of the 
PubUcaUon summons is to be made cannot, after due diligence, be found

a cause of action exists against the defendant in respect to 
whom the service is to be made, or that he is a proper party to 
an action relating to real property in this State, such Court, 
Judge, Clerk, Master or Judge of Probate may grant an order, 
that the service be made by publication of the summons in 
either of the following cases: 1. Where the defendant is a 
foreign corporation, has property within the State, or the cause 
of action arose therein. 2. Where the defendant, being a 
resident of this State, has departed therefrom, with intent to 
defraud his creditors, or to avoid the service of a summons, or 
keeps himself concealed therein with like intent. 3. Where 
he is not resident of this State, but has property therein, and 
the Court has jurisdiction of the subject of the action. 4. 
Where the subject of the action is real or personal property in 
this State, and the defendant has or claims a lien or interest, 
actual or contingent therein, or the relief demanded consists 
wholly or partly in excluding the defendant from any interest 
or lien therein. The order shall direct the publication to be 
made in one newspaper, to be designated by the officer before 
whom the application is made, as most likely to give notice to 
the person to be served, and for such length of time as may be 
deemed reasonable, not less than once a week for six weeks. 
In case of publication, the Court, Judge, Clerk, Master or 
Judge of Proabte shall also direct a copy of the summons to 
be forthwith deposited in the post office, directed to the person 
to be served at his place of residence, unless it appears that 
such residence is neither known to the party making the appli- 
cation, nor can with reasonable diligence be ascertained by 
him. When publication is ordered, personal service of the 
summons out of the State is equivalent to publication and de- 
posit in the post office. And such personal service so made 
and likewise in Magistrates' Courts shall be complete and final 
on the day of the date of the personal service of the summons 
as fully as if such personal service had been made under the 
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provisions of Section 155 of the Code of Civil Procedure. In 
case of minors in like cases, a similar order shall be made and 
like proceedings be had as in case of adults. 

In case of persons imprisoned in the Penitentiary or in the 
jail of any County in this State, and in case of lunatics ton- 
fined in the State Hospital for the Insane, or in any other place 
of confinement, personal service of the summons and com- 
plaint, or other process affecting the rights of such persons, 
shall be made by the Sheriff of the County in which such per- 
sons shall be imprisoned or confined, with the like proof of

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
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A. D. ifi04. State of South Carolina, That Section 7 of an Act entitled "An 
^"^'^^fj^j^j Act to provide for the election of the State Board of Coatrol, 
SSndecL^*** and to further regulate the sale, use and consumption, trans- 
portation and disposition of intoxicating and alcoholic liqucM^ 
or liquids in the State, and prescribe further penalties for viola- 
tion of the Dispensary laws, and to police the same," be stricken 
out and that the following be inserted in lieu thereof, to be 
kown as Section 7 : 
County Dis- Section 7. There may be one or more Couirty Dispensers 
£owioeat«d."' appointed for each County, the place of business of each of 
whom shall be designated by the County Board of Control, but 
the State Board of Control must give consent before more than 
one Dispenser can be appointed in any County, and when the 
County Board designates a locality for a Dispensary, twenty 
days' public notice of which shall be given, it shall be compe- 
tent for a majority of the qualified voters of the township in 
which such Dispensary is to be located to prevent its location 
in such township, by signing a petition or petitions addressed 
to the County Board, requesting that no Dispensary be estab- 
lished in that township. A Dispensary may be located else- 
where than in an incorporated town in the Counties of Beaufort 
and Horry and no others except such as are authorized by 
special Act of the General Assembly. Any County may secure 
the establishment of a Dispensary or Dispensaries, or the re- 
moval of a Dispensary or Dispensaries within its limits, in the 
following manner : upon the petition of one-fourth of the quali- 
fied voters of each County for an election upon either the ques- 
tion of the establishment or the removal of Dispensaries therein 
being filed with the County Supervisor of each Cotmty, he shall 
order an election submitting the question of "Dispensary" or 
"No Dispensary" to the qualified voters of such County, which 
shall be conducted as other special elections, and if a majority 
of the ballots cast, be found and declared to be for a Dispensary, 
then a Dispensary may be established in said County, but if a 
majority of the ballots cast, be found and declared to be against 
the Dispensary, then no Dispensary shall be established therein, 
and any Dispensary already established shall be closed. Elec- 
tions under this Section can be held not oftener than once in 
four years. 
No Dispensary shall be established in any County, town or 
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city wherein the sale of alcoholic liquors was prohibited prior ^'^'^'^ 
to July 1, 1893, except as herein permitted: Provided, That 
where Dispensaries have been established in such County, town 
or city, they shall remain as established until removed or closed 
as permitted in this Act : Provided, A tax of one-half mill an- 
nually is hereby levied upon every dollar of the value of all 
taxable property in all Counties voting to remove or close the 
Dispensaries, as above provided, for the purpose of defraying 
the expenses of the enforcement of the Dispensary law in said 
County, under and by direction of the Governor, said tax to be 
collected as other County taxes and forwarded to the State 
Treasurer, to be expended, or so much thereof as may be neces- 
sary, as now provided by law, for such purposes. Any balance 
remaining unexpended at the end of the year to be returned by 
the State Treasurer to the County Treasurer of such County 
for general County purposes, and that the value of all confisca- 
tions of contraband goods seized in such County, as determined 
by the State Board of Directors, shall be paid to the State 
Treasurer, to be credited to the fund raised by said levy for the 
enforcement of the law, as above provided. And any amount 
expended in said County for the enforcement of the Dispensary 
law, shall be refunded to the State Treasury upon the collection 
of the tax above levied.

the mortgage, bill of sale, or any papers connected with said 
loan, unless the said papers be drawn up and prepared by a duly 
licensed and practicing attomey-at-law. Magistrate or Notary 
Public not connected in business with the lender, which said 
officers so drawing said papers shall receive the whole amount 
so paid by the borrower for the services so rendered, and no 
part of said fee shall be given by the said attorney-at-law, 
Magistrate or Notary Public to the lender, his agents, em- 
ployees or any person in his behalf. 

Sec. 2. That it shall be unlawful for any lender, his agents, 
employees, or any person in his behalf, as set forth in Section 
one hereof, to charge any sum or sums for the examination of 
any property proposed to be given as security for said loan, or 
for any services whatsoever, rendered in the negotiating, mak- 
ing or effecting of said loan, under whatsoever name the same 
may be denominated.

as hereinbefore provided for and recording fees. 

Sec. 4. AH mortgages or bills of sale hereafter g^ven as se- 
curity for loans in or on which charges have been made, or yiouumrthis 
which on its face shall show an indebtedness greater than the ^^ ' 
amount actually received by the borrower, in violation of the 
preceding Sections, shall be, and are hereby, declared null, void 
and of no effect.

AN ACT TO Regulate the Practice of Medicine in South 
CAROI.INA, to Provide for a State Board of Medical 
Examiners and to Define Their Duties and Powkrs. 

Physicians SECTION 1. Se it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
pS^ticVmecfi^ State of South Carolina, That on and after the approval of this 
Code, $^ 1 uV, Ac^' no person shall practice medicine or surgery within the 
amended. State, unless he or s/he is twenty-one years of age, and either 
has been heretofore authorized so to do, pursuant to the laws 
in force at the time of his or her authorization, or is hereafter 
authorized to do so by subsequent subdivisions of this Act. 
Who regard- Sec. 2. Any person shall be regarded as practicing medicine, 
ing meSicfne?' within the meaning of this Act, who shall treat, operate on, or 
prescribe for any physical ailment of another, except those en- 
gaged solely in the practice of osteopathy. But nothing in this 
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Act shall be construed to prohibit service in cases of emer- a.d.1904. 
g^ency, or the domestic administration of family remedies. ^■^'"v^*^ 

Sec. 3. Th^re shall be established a State Board of Medical ot^E^^J^n. 
Examiners, ccmiposed of eight reputable physicians or sur- 
g^eons, one from each of the seven Congressional Districts, and 
one from the State at large, to be nominated by the State Medi- 
cal Association, and appointed and commissioned by the Gover- 
nor. The term of office of the members of the Board shall be 
for a period of two years, and until their successors in office 
shall have been appointed and qualified. Any vacancy in said 
Board of Examiners by death, resignation or otherwise, shall 
be filled in the same manner as above specified': Provided, That 
the Governor shall have the right to reject any or all of the 
members nominated, upon satisfactory showing as to the unfit- 
ness of those rejected. In case of such rejection, former mem- 
bers of the Board shall hold over until their successors can be 
chosen in the manner as above provided.

Your memorialists respectfully represent: That, whereas, 
during the year 1903 certain sections in lower Richland were 
completely dievastated by hail storms, followed by severe floods, 
which caused, not a partial, but an entire loss of crops; and 
that the condition of affairs is unprecedented in the history of 
Richland County. The loss to the farming interest in certain 
sections has been so complete that it has resulted in actual want 
of food and suffering among certain sections of the pec^le 
affected. It has been necessary to resort to public appeals to 
render assistance to those stricken people andi prevent in some 
cases actual suffering and starvation. The burden which has 
fallen on the people in those stricken sections of the County is 
so great* that we feel justified in applying to the General As- 
sembly to g^ant some relief in the way of exemption from taxes, 
for the taxes of the year 1903. Taxes can only be paid by the 
majority of the taxpayers from the proceeds of what is made 
from the soil, and when absolute ruin and dievastation afflicts 
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a community and absolutely nothing, in many cases, is made a.d.wo*.

Preamble. Whereas, during the year 1903 certain sections in Cherokee 
County were completely devastated by rain storms, followed by 
severe floods, which caused, not a partial, but an entire loss of 
crops, and that the condition of affairs is unprecedented in the 
history of Cherokee County. The loss to the farming interest 
in certain sections has been so complete that it has resulted in 
actual want of food, and suffering among certain sections of the 
people affected ; it has been necessary to resort to public ap- 
peals to render assistance to those stricken people, and prevent, 
in some cases, actual suffering and starvation. The burden 
which has fallen on the people in those stricken sections of the 
County is so great that we feel justified in applying to the 
General Assembly to grant some relief in the way of exemp- 
tion from taxes for the taxes of the year 1903. Taxes can only 
be paid by the majority of the taxpayers from the proceeds of 
what is made from the soil, and when absolute ruin and devas- 
tation afflict a community, and absolutely nothing, in many 
cases, is made upon the farms, a case is presented where justice 
and humanity demand some relief.

1902, the General Assembly of the State of South O^rolina, by 
an Act entitled '*An Act to authorize the consolidation or mer- 
ger of the capital stock, franchises and properties of the Ashe- 
ville and Spartanburg Railroad Company, the South Carolina 
and Georgia Railroad Company, the South Carolina and 
Georgia Extension Railroad Company and the Carolina Mid- 
land Railway Company, under the laws of this State, and to 
authorize and empower such consolidated company to make a 
lease of its railroad properties and franchises to the Southern 
Railway Company," did, among other things, provide that the

Bailey Steamboat Company. 

Whereas, Henry Bailey, James P. Gibbs and W. W. Wagner, all 
of the city of Charleston, S. C, did on the 14th day of September, 
A. D. 1903, file in the office of Secretary of State a written declara- 
tion, signed by themselves, setting forth : 

First. The names and residences of the said petitioners to be as 
above given. 

Second. The name of the proposed corporation to be that of 
**Bailey Steamboat Company." 

Third. The place at which it proposes to have its principal place 
of business is Charleston, South Carolina. 

Fourth. The general nature of the business it proposes to do is 
as follows, to wit : To carry on and conduct the business of towing, 
transporting passengers, produce, manufactured goods, general mer- 
chandise, and any and all other freight, likewise mails, in and upon 
the rivers and streams of the State of South Carolina and Georgia, 
along the Atlantic seaboard, and inland in said States, and on the 
high seas in general ; and the powers and privileges it proposes to 
assume and claim under the provistons of the Constitution and law 
of the State of South Carolina as follows : To have perpetual suc- 
cession, to sue and to be sued by its corporate name ; to have a com- 
mon seal, and alter the same at pleasure; to prescribe the mode of 
transferring the shares of the corporation ; to make contracts, to lend 
money, to acquire and transfer property, both real and personal, in- 
cluding shares of stock in other corporations, possessing the same 
power in such respect as individuals now enjoy; to make by-laws, 
rules and regulations deemed expedient for the management of its 
affairs not inconsistent with the Constitution and latirs of this State 
and of the United States; to have a lien upon the shares of the 
stockholders, to enforce the payment due upon the shares of the 
capital stock, to provide and enforce the collection of such fines 
and penalties for delinquents in payment of its instalments on the

sary for the object of the corporation ; and generally, to claim any 
power, privilege or right existing to it as such corporation under the 
Constitution and laws of the State of South Carolina ; and, further, 
to do every act and thing necessary to promote the objects and de- 
signs of said corporation as may be authorized by its charter and the 
Constitution and laws of the State of South Carolina. 

The termini of the proposed company's line to be the city of Char- 
leston, South Carolina, and the town or village of Mullet Hall, South 
Carolina. 

The nature of the proposed equipment to be steamboats, steamers 
and tugs, sailing crafts, barges, flats, lighters, of such varying style, 
number and tonnage as the business needs of the corporation shall 
demand.

REPORT. 


Columbia, S. C, December 31, 1903. 
To His Excellency, D. C. Heyward, Governor. 

Sir : The undersigned were appointed a Committee under author- 
ity of a Concurrent Resolution, adopted by the General Assembly on 
February 20, 1903, "to consider how best to put the State upon a cash 
basis, what additional sources of revenue for the State are available,

and what changes should be made in existing laws for th^ assess- 
ment and collection of taxes." 

In performance of the duties devolved upon us by this Resolution 
and in compliance with its directions, we herewith file this report 
with you, to be transmitted by you to the General Assembly a/t its 
next session. 

In considering the first question, of how to put the State upon a 
cash basis, the Committee thought it best to ascertain, in the first 
place, exactly what the financial condition of the State was with 
reference to its current yearly income and current yearly expendi- 
tures. To this end, the Committee, at their first meeting in Septem- 
ber, 1903, applied to the Comptroller General and State Treasurer 
for certain information upon this subject, putting their inquiries in 
the shape of certain specific questions. The State Treasurer and the 
Comptroller General have given us the information for which we 
asked in the form of answers to our questions. We append hereto 
the questions submitted by the Committee and the answers thereto. 
It will be seen that we have presented the exact financial condition of 
the State as it existed on September 1, 1903. We adopted this date 
as a matter of convenience. 

It will be seen by an examination and analysis of the figures pre- 
sented that the following is a correct summary of the financial condi- 
tion of the State as it existed on September 1, 1903, with respect to 
the State's current income and resources for the fiscal year 1903, 
including the tax levies of 1903, and its current expenditures and 
obligations for the said fiscal year, including the appropriations made 
by the General Assembly at its last session :

It will be seen from the above summary and estimates that the 
present current assets and resources of the State, to be hereafter 
derived from the collection of the tax levies of 1903, are greater than 
the total of the State's current expenditures and obligations for the 
year 1903, by the sum of $474,074.70. Assuming, therefore, that the 
tax levies and collections of any fiscal year are properly applicable to 
the appropriations and expenses of that year, it will be seen that there 
is no deficit, strictly speaking, existing at the present tune. In view, 
however, of the fact that only about one-third of the State's entire 
current yearly revenue is collected and paid into the Slate Treasury 
during the fiscal year for which it is appropriated and required, and 
that several months always elapse after the expiration of the fiscal 
year before the remaining two-thirds are collected and paid in, it is 
evident that, as long as the existing conditions continue, the necessity 
for the State to borrow money in advance of th€ collection of taxes 
wilj continue, and that so long as this condition exists, the State 
cannot be said to be upon a cash basis. In order for the State to be 
put upon a cash basis, it will be necessary to accumulate in the State 
Treasury such an amount, in addition to what is now available and 
collectible, as will be sufficient, at any period of the year, to meet in 
cash any and all demands upon the State as the same mature. The 
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ConnEmittee are of the opinion, after conferring with the Comptroller 
General and State Treasurer, that the accumula/tion of a fund of 
about $350,000 would be necessary, in the present condition of the 
State's finances, to put the State upon a cash basis. The Committee 
would recommend that this fund be gradually accumulated by the 
levy and collection for a term of years of a certain amount over and 
above the amount necessary to meet the annual expenses of the State 
government, which yearly surplus could in time amount to a sum that 
would be sufficient to enable the State Treasury to meet all the de- 
mands which are made upon it throughout the fiscal year before the 
current taxes are collected. If the sum of $70,000 could be raised 
yearly throughout a period of five years, the required amount would 
be provided for. 

In this connection, however, it must be borne in mind that, upon 
the basis of a five mill levy and upon the basis of the other sources 
of annual income as fixed by existing laws and conditions, the State's 
present annual income is not sufficient to meet its annual expenses 
and appropriations, upon the basis of the expenses and appropria- 
tions for the fiscal year 1903. 

The appropriations and expenses of the fiscal year 1904 (based 
upon the appropriations and expenses for fiscal year 1903), will be 
approximately $1,130,000 00

It appears, therefore, that, upon the basis of the appropriations for 
1903, there is need of increasing the State's yearly revenue by the 
annual sum of $80,000, and by such an additional sum as will, in the 
course of time, accumulate a fund sufficient to put the State on a cash 
basis,, as above set forth. If this additional sum be placed at $70,000 
for a term of five years, it will be seen that there would be necessary 
for the State's revenues, upon the present basis of receipts and ex- 
penditures, to be increased by the yearly sum of $150,000. 

Having ascertained from the reports made to us by the State Trea- 
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surer and the Comptroller General what was the exact finan c ial 
condition of the State with reference to its yearly income and to its 
usual current yearly expenditures, and having arrived at the conclu- 
sion that, for the present and for the next five years at least, it would 
be necessary for the State's revenues to be increased by the yearly 
sum of $150,000, the Committee then considered die question of what 
additional sources of revenue were available. In performing this 
duty, the Committee has carefully considered all the suggestions 
which have been made to it by various State officials and by others. 
In this connection the Committee desire to state that they have not 
been able to obtain all the information which they desired in the 
performance of the duties devolved upon them, for the reason that 
many needed statistics and facts were not available and are not now 
required by law to be furnished. This is notably true with reference 
to the various enterprises and companies which are created and 
organized under the corporation laws of this State. For this reason, 
in arriving at our conclusions of what additional sources of revenues 
are available, we have been forced, to some extent, to rely upon esti- 
mates only. In the performance of that part of our duty which 
directs us to inquire what additional sources of revenue are available, 
we have to some extent inv^tigated' the laws of other States, finding 
such investigation useful mainly for the principles of taxation in- 
volved, rather than for results, on account of diflPering conditions. 

The Committee have reached conclusions in regard to some sources 
of revenue and changes in existing laws which appear to them as 
likely to produce the result necessary to put the State on a cash basis. 
An examination of our tax laws shows that little improvement is 
needed in their frame work, and that while they are comparatively 
simple and without much complication of method, yet they cover 
nearly all taxable values. As is too often the case, the difficulties 
under which we labor grow more out of the rather loose and ineffi- 
cient observance of their true intent and meaning, rather than out of 
the laws themselves. Therefore, while it is probable that much pro- 
perty escapes taxation entirely, or does not bear its just proportion of 
the taxes levied on it, there are not many forms of property which 
are not already taxable under our laws. We find that one of the 
possible sources of revenue from property not now taxable as such 
is that of special rights and privileges not possessed by the ordinary 
citizen, growing out of the grant of such rights and privil^[es to 
corporations by the authority or permission of the State, either by 
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direct grant of the General Assembly, or under general laws enacted 
by the same. These grants embrace nearly every line of business, 
whether public, quasi-public, or private, and are accompanied by 
special rights and privileges adapted to the particular purpose for 
which the grant is secured. Such special rights and privileges are 
of greater or less value, as they are affected by the character and 
volume of the business with which they are connected. It is true 
that in the matter of the formation of corporations, certain charter 
fees are charged when they are formed, but it is evident that these 
fees are in no sense a tax or license, and that they are by no means an 
adequate return for the valuable rights and privileges conferred. 
In addition, many such rights and privileges are now enjoyed when 
not even these charter fees have been required to be paid, as for 
instance, in the cases of grants by direct enactment of the General 
Assembly. Your Committee, therefore, suggest as one source for 
additional revenue what is now commonly designated as a license 
tax, and that the same be imposed as follows, viz : 

1. An annual license of three mills on the gross income of all Rail- 
road Companies, Express Companies, Street Railway Companies, 
Navigation Companies, Water Works Companies, Power Companies, 
Light Ccwnpanies, Telephone Companies, •Telegraph Companies, Par- 
lor, Dining and Sleeping Car Companies, exercising the right and 
privilege of doing business, or operating under the authority of ^ny 
gfrant of authority or |>ermission by the State, whether by direct 
enactment of the General Assembly or otherwise ; and also upon all 
foreign, non-resident corporations engaged in like business and exer- 
cising similar rights and privileges, as a condition upon which said 
corporations may do business in this State. 

2. An annual license of one-half of one mill upon the capital stock 
of all other corporations exercising the right and privilege of doing 
business or operating under and by virtue of the g^ant of such power 
by the State ; and also a like license upon all other foreign and non- 
resident corporations doing business within this State, except those 
corporations hereinbefore numerated in paragraph one, and except 
also fire, life and accident insurance and surety companies : Provided, 
however, That in the case of the foreign and non-resident corpora- 
tions referred to in this paragraph, the said license shall be based 
upon the value of the property of such corporations used within the 
State in the conduct of their business. 

The Committee further recommend that said licenses be fixed and 
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assessed under such regulations as may be prescribed by law, and that 
the same be paid into the State Treasury for the use of the State, 
on or before the first day of April in each year. 

Your Committee further suggest a tax of one per centum on all 
personal estates of deceased persons of the net or clear value, for 
distribution, of ten thousand dollars and over, 'to be paid to the State 
Treasurer for the use of the State. 

Your Committee further suggest that the income tax law be 
amended, so as to provide an income tax of one-half of one per 
centum on all incomes of one thousand dollars and over, instead of 
the present schedule of rates and exemption. 

These are the suggestions we have to make relating to additional 
or new sources of revenues. From what has been already said, it 
will be apparent that it is not our intention to suggest many changes 
in our laws relating to the assessment and collection of taxes. We 
believe that a more vigilant and fearless performance 'of duty by the 
officers more immediately charged with the duty of assessing and 
equalizing property for taxation would result in a larger revenue to 
the State, and probably of itself, after a time, relieve the situation. 
We cannot hope for any great change under existing conditi<xis, if 
we must judge of the future by the past. In view of the history of 
the work of the State Board of Equalization, and of the influences 
which naturally will continue to shape and dominate its action, we 
have concluded that it would be wise to try a different plan, which 
devolves the work of that Board upon a Board entirely disaxmected 
from the assessing and equalizing of property in the cities, towns, 
townships and counties of the State. The present State Board is too 
large. We think a smaller Board can act more efficiently. The 
members of such a Board are likely to be less affected by local influ- 
ences and perform their duties freed from a bias, which must neces- 
sarily exist, favorable to sustaining the conclusions already formed, 
before attending the State Board. 

Your Committee is of the opinion that some additional provisions 
be made in these laws, looking to getting on the tax books property 
not returned to the Auditor by providing some agency to assist him- 
Your Committee, therefore, suggest the following changes in exist- 
ing tax laws : 

1. That a Board, to be known as ''The State Board of Assessors,'' 
consisting of the Comptroller General and one member from eadi 
Judicial Circuit to be appointed by the Governor, by and with the 
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advice and consent of the Senate, be created, and that the duties now 
performed by the State Board of Equalization and the Board of 
Assessors of Railroad Property, be devolved upon said Board ; that 
said Board be also charged with the duty of assessing and equalizing 
the taxable values of the property of the banking and fiscal institu- 
tions of the State, in the manner now prescribel by law for cotton or 
textile mills ; that the members of said Board be required to visit the 
counties of their respective Circuits, as far as may be necessary, for 
the purpose of securing such information as they may need for the 
proper discharge of their duties ; that the County Auditor be required 
to furnish said Board such information from the books and papers in - 
his office as it may be requested; and that the compensation of the 
appointed members of the Board be fixed by the General Assembly 
at some figure commensurate with the importance and magnitude of 
their work, so as to secure the services of those competent to fully 
and efficiently discharge the duties of the office. This involves the 
substitution of this Board for the two Boards mentioned. 

2. That each Chairman of the Board of Assessors of the cities, 
towns and townships of the State be charged with the duty of can- 
vassing his territory under the direction of the County Auditor imme- 
diately after the expiration of the time for returning property for 
taxation, for the purpose of discovering and having placed upon the 
tax books all taxable property of every description, not returned to 
the County Auditor, and that compensation be provided for such 
services. 

Your Committee indulge the hope that the foregoing suggestions, 
if enacted into law, will furnish the desired relief. This hope is 
based upon the fact that additional revenue will be realized, both 
from the additional taxes suggested and the increase of taxable values 
on tfie tax books which can reasonably be expected from the sug- 
gested changes in our tax laws. Your committee have no doubt that 
a stricter, clearer and more efficient observance of the provisions of 
existing law would have a happy eflPect in providing the Treasury 
with more money. While the Committee's suggestions look in that . 
direction, the Committee has not overlooked what, just now, is the 
necessity of providing revenue for the Treasury, so as to prevent 
borrowing, in anticipation of the collection of taxes. The only alter- 
native is an increase in the annual levy to meet the difference between 
the appropriations and the revenue realized from the levy as herein- 
before illustrated, and, possibly, to change the time of payment of 
26— A 
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taxes, so as to furnish the Treasury with money earlier m the fiscal 
year.
